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~ PUBLIC LIBRARY AND, READING-ROOM. 


A sort of quasi-public meeting was held in the 
Hyack Hall on Saturday evening for the purpose 
of promoting: the establishthent of a Pablic Libra- 
ry and Reading/room in this city. The Hon. 
Mr. Homer was -called to. the chair; and. F. 
Townsend, Esq., requested to act as Secretary 
Dr. Janeg, as the representative 
of a sort of provisional committee, explained 
what had. been accomplished and the present. po- 
sition of the matter. Myr, Townsend read the 
Report of the Committee, submitting the scheme 
to the meeting. The Report was received, dis- 
cussed and adopted, and the office-bearers for 
the first yeaf elected. At this stage of the pro- 
ceedings a somewhat lengthy discussion arose, 
which led to the final conglusion that the success 
of the movement might be better secured by 
leaving to.a pablic meeting what had been done 
by the few who were pregent upon special invi- 
tation. It was therefore moved by Dr. Jones, 
‘seconded by Mr. Townsend, and carried all but 
upanimonsly : “That the acts of this meeting be 
rescinded, gid that a public meeting be called 
upon Fridaly evening next'to consider the matter.” 

While awarding that meed of praise due to 
those gentlemen recenfly engaged in the project 
of founding a Library and Reading-room we must 
be candid enough to tell} them that they have 

sought to place the institution upon too narrow 
and exclasive a basis to entitle it to that general 
sopport and that wide syihete of usefulness with- 
out which it could neither claim government aid 
nor hope for permanent saccess. We will not be 
charged with egotism wlyen we say that perhaps 
no one individual in th fommunity has jsought 
more earnéstly for the establishment of some such 
institution than we ourselv es have done,:.; It will 
Hot, therefore, be deemed factious in us hus to 
criticise a scheme which, while it possesses some 
very good features, is not of that character which 
would, to-any great extent, supply the want so 
much felt i in this colony.’ : i-It appears to us that 
in starting‘ literary ingtitation in the capital 

we should aim at placing it upon such & basis as 
would give it s colonial character and entitle it 
to colonial support. A large proportion of both 
traders and miners in ‘the interior epend their 
winters in Victoria of San Francisco, And 
where they spend their winters there they spend 
their money to a very gteat extent, It is true 
we cannot hope just yetito make our young capi- 
tal quite ag attractive ad San Francisco, or even 
Victoria. | But there: is perliaps no one thing 
which would have a mode direct tendency to re- 
tain the class of population to which we allude

We sre not particu- 
lar, about the name, and there are possibly those 
amongst us who would feel disposed to take ex- 
ception to the term “ ' Mechanics” as being too 
plebian. | Call it what you please; but let it cover 
all the ground usually ‘comprised in the term 
Mechanics’ Institute.’

But why sheuld 
not government support be graated for the pur- 
pose of forwarding such an institution. In Can- 
ada.there.is a general Act of Incorporation for 
Library Associations ‘and Mechanics’ Institutes, 
and they até to be fonnd in almost every Town- 
ship throaghout Upper Canada, and are liberally 
supported from the Poblic Treasury. -In <Aus- 
tralia the matter is perhaps not quite so° thor- 
oughly systematized 7 bat the Public Library of 
. Melbourne is munificently supported by govern- 
‘ment, and is creditable alike to the colony and 
its cupital. What we would suggest, therefore, 
would be a well considered movement in this di- 
4 Tection. | Let. the basis be a broad colonial one, 
and we have every confidence that.a grant would 
be made which would start the thing. All eed
